The note oi Montt to Elaine, though 


dated January 23, waa not delivered at 
the state department until after 12 o'clock 
of January 25,, and was not translated 
and Us receipt itotiOed to me until late 
in the afternoon of that day. 


The realise ot Air. Pereira to our 


note of Ja&'flarv 2i withdraws with ac- 
ceptable expressions of regret the offen- 
sive note of December 11 and alflo a re- 
quest for tho recall o[ Egan. The 
treatment of tho incident of the assault 
upon the sailors of the Baltimore is con- 
ciliatory and friendly, so that I am of 
the opinion that there is good prospect 
that tbe differeoto growing out of that 
serious affair can now be adjusted upon 
terms satisfactory to the government, by 
the canal methods and without special 
po'verlioiii con^rcM. This turn of the 
affairs ia very Rratilylng to me, ae I am 
iure that it will bo to congress and to 
our people. The general support of the 
efforts of the executive to enforce tho 
rights of the nation* in this matter baa 
given an instructive and useful illustra- 
tion of the unity and patriotism of our 
peop'e. Should it be necessary I will 
again communicate to congrese upon tho 
subject.

Second—Tkat the public authorities of 


Valparaiso evidently did not do their 
doty in protecting thoao sailors, and 
that a part ol tbo police and some of tho 
Obileau soldiers and sailors rendered 
themselves ruilty ot unprovoked assault 
on sailora ot the United Btatea before 
and after the latter had been arrested, 
and ho believes that Eiggin was killed 
by police or soldiers. 

Third—That ha in consequently com- 
pelled to carry the question back to the

The honorabU secretary of the United 


States, Blame, regrets that the govern* 
nient of OhiH baa not from the very first 
duly appreciated tho gravity of the quen- 
tion raised imd that it has attributed to 
it no other importance than that of an 
ordinary quarrel between eailora, adding 
that no government which respects itself 


| tlon In order .that diplomatic relations be- 


tween the two countries may not be in- 
terrupted.

Without any intention of opening dis- 


cuBiion as to the lacts referred to by the 
communication which I have extracted, 
and confining hirnieU to the first P«t 
of the instructions of the honorable 
secretary of state, the undersigned must 
itate to your excellency the regret which 
tbe government of Chili seee that hia ex- 
cellency, the President of tbe United 
States, finds reason to continue to regard 
the incident of October u an attack 
canso by

United States; that the unfortunate oc- 
currence took place oo a sadden la a dis- 
trict where Bailors of vessels lying.in the 
bay of Valparaiso are in the habit of a* 
seinbling without dlgtlnction of nation- 
ility. 


From the nature of the incident it 


would be impossible to prove that there 
was no doubt as to the special.canse 
which eerved as its origin or pretext, 
but tbe undersigned can 'assert that tbe 
cause waa not a hostile feeling toward 
the United States navy, because the peo- 
ple of Chili have always esteemed, and 
respected that uniform ever since the 
time when it saw it figuring honorably 
in the ranks of soldiers and Ballot B who, 
in a glorious struggle, gave it independ- 
ence aud established a republic. 


The undersigned admits the occurrence 


of Octobar 10 is of greater gravity than 
those which usually occur in tbe same 
district between sailors which frequent 
it, and tbo fact of knowing chat two 
deaths have resulted from it among the 
sixteen wounded men of the Baltimore,
